KARLSRUHE, Germany, July 17.— 


A wife's suicide when convinced of 
her husband's crimes, her jealousy of 
her own sister, her husband's flight 
in disguise from London to Constan- 
tinople, from the Orient to Germany 
and episodes at Paris all leading up 
to the shooting o£ his wife's mother 
by Karl Hau, one time professor of 
Roman law in Washington University,' 
D. C.—all these figured in the trial 
of 'Hau, which began here today, the 
prisoner sitting with the muzzle of a 
rifle in the hands of a guard aimed at 
him all the time. 


After the killing of F.rau Molitor, 


his wife's mother, he fled to London, 
where he was taken into custody. Lat- 
er he was returned to Germany 'and 
as,..rnany people claimed he was 
in- 


sane, the question of his mental con- 
dition was 
thoroughly investigated 


with the result that he was formally 
declared to be in his right mind. Mrs. 
Hau committed suicide by drowning 
in June of this year. 
' Finaiu 'Ail Crookedness Confessed 


The examination took a wide range, 


including Hau's life in Washington 
and ,his visits to Constantinople in an 
unsuccessful effort to negotiate 
con- 


cessions, from the Porte, for certain 
American firms. 


Hau confessed that whilp returning 


from Turkey in October he stopped In 
Vienna and collected $7 000 on a let- 
ter of credit and that he had subse- 
quent!}, written from Fraakfort-onrr 
the-Main to his London bankers say- 
ing this letter of credit had been>lost. 
He said that he had tried to get 
a 


renewal of this letter of credit.. After- 
ward he visited his mother-in-law in 
Baden-Baden for a week and then he 
went.to Paris accompanied by his Wife 
and his sister-in-law, Qlga Molitor.

Hau admitted having a wig and a 


false beard made. He threw the wig

The editor of-TJhe Journal submitted 


a true copy of the "statement made by 
King to Mr. Morgan, editor of the 
Gazette. 
The latter pronounced the 


King statement wholly 
false, 
and 


made these explanations: 


That instead of soliciting publica- 
tion of the statement he had endeav- 
'ored to discourage King from pub- 
lishing it; 


That he had only consented to pub- 
lish it when King had let him under- 
stand that The J'ourlan had refused 
it space in its columns: 


That the original copy,- in his pos- 


session,-bore King's signature, and 
That King had distinctly authorized j 


the oublication in the Gazette of the 
statement which appeared last even- 
ing. 


Mr. Morgan and the editor of the

Tlie-.I/lar Confesses. : 


In the presence of all of those who 


are named, King was asked to explain 
his irrecohcilable statements. In the 
first place, he admitted that the inter- 
view in The Journal of. Sunday was 
correct; he next admitted that 
Mr. 
Morgan had endeavored to discourage 
the publication of the statement re- 
pudiating that interview.. He then ad- 
mitted that he had given Mr. Pike 
nermission to publish it, and'he iden- 
tified his signature to the statement 
which .appeared in the Gazette last 
evening.

know you lied; and you are nothing 
but a liar, and you know It. 


All of .this time, King, without nerve 


enough to try to refute a single word, 
caught with the-indubitable evidence 
of his lying proclivities, sat crouched 
m^a chair in his own parlor. 


The visiting newspaper men made 
their exit, with a parting remark to

with platforms every 10 feet 
from 


the bottom. The center one will be 
erected 
on 
the 
causeway 
which 
divides the reservoirs, one on each 
bank, and the others 50.0 feet apart 
in a row east and west of the center 
tower. 


"We. went to Lake Tahoe the other 
day," said the Professor, meaning by 
"we'.' himself and his assistant, Mr. 
Hoiskell, "and it is certainly a beau- 
tiful place, but totally unfit fur what 
we want, because there is a continual 
vapor hanging over the water, which 
'naturally 
interferes with, evapora- 
tion.' 
"The idea in these towers is that 
'when the wind blows, say from east 
to west, the evaporation of the water 
in the instruments would of course be 
Teater on the windward side than on 
the leeward. 
Now, in order to get 
the true-state of matters, it must be 
patent to you that it is necessary to 
have the wind blow in the opposite 
direction, thus giving us. what might 
be called a 'correct average.' 
Also 
these 10-foot platforms will record 
the different amounts of the evapora- 
tion according to the strata of air in 
which they are located so that we 
may thereby obtain the most complete 
results possible. 
"We expect our instruments here 


rom Washington in the course of two 
veeks, and then we'll get to work at 
once, remaining here until October-, 
when we will go down to the Salton 
Sea." 
Professor Bigelow is regarded 
as 


one of the world's leading authorities 
on meteorology, and was one of the 
editorial force in the making up ot 
.he/Standard Dictionary, contributing 
very largely to meteorological 
and 
astronomical definitions. Like many 
other notable scientists, he has trav- 
eled widely, commencing, on leaving 
college, with going to Cordovo, Ar- 
entine Republic, wh-are he was one 


of the -faculty for several years in tho 
observatory there.

There is no reason' why na- ( 
ions that .agree by eac.h other, or two \ 
by twn, should not agree all together ' 
.0 do exactly the same thrng." ' 


Continuing, Mr. Choate referred to 


the excellent work done in this dir- 
ection by the Pan-American cpnfer- 
ence at Mexico City and Pao de Jan- 
eiro, and it was under these circum- 
stances, .he said, that the United States 
proposed general arbitration corres- 
Donding in form and substance to the 
many individual treaties which have 
been entered into, including those ne- 
gotiated by the United States in. 1304, 
but reserving the right of tlie senate 
to participate in any special agree- 
ment which might become necessary, 
carrying the treaty into -effect in par- 
ticular cases. 


SMr. Choata's remarks were inter- 


rupted often by applause and he was 
warmly congratulated by many dele- 
gates.

The Cost of War

INGOISM having had its fling, the talk of war be- 


tween the United States and Japan has subsided al- 


most as quickly as it began. Between the two govern- 


absence of sidewalks, and with .unsanitary and dangerous 
cesspools as a substitute for modern sewerage, are not 
these days. 


There are scores of buildings, principally dwell-

A bond issue of $500,000, the money to be expended 


in extending the present sewerage system, and for the 
extension and improvement of streets 
and 
sidewalks, 


would be one of the very best investments that Reno 
could make at this time. The cost of carrying such an 
issue, interest and sinking fund, would be small when 
compared with the results that the city would realize 
There would, in the first place, be a most substantial 
increase in the taxable basis, of the city, due to the addefi 
value of property swelled by the addition to the tax list 
of the new buildings that: would be erected, the con- 
| struction of which now, waits only on streets and sewers 
and the third item-of increase would be counted from the 
added value of unimproved property, in trie outlying por- 
tions of the city, resulting from the certainty that mod- 
ern conveniences would be extended to those sections 
These increases in the taxable basis, meaning a higher

That is one result of modern developments. Wars are 
only, precipitated when the aggressive nation figures out 
.that,a profit is to be derived from fighting, and they are 
protracted only so long:as the ledger shows a balance on 
the credit-side. The dollar .rules in the game of warfare 
in these days just as it rules in all of bur other occupa- 
tions and divertisements; and King Dojlar says now that 
a war between the United States and Japan would be~ 
the extreme of foolishness. 


A war between the two nations would inevitably 


mean the destruction of the fighting fleet of one or the 
other, the loss of territory by the defeated nation, serious 
injury to the merchant marine of both.nations, enormous 
increases in. public debts, and a tremendous sacrifice of 
life.

• Under the Barrett Law, the residents of any 
street 


in any municipality in the state have it in their power to 
order their own street, sidewalk and sewer improvements. 
Whenever two-thirds' of the owners of property abutting 
on a given street petition the council of a municipality 
for any'of.,these improvements,. the .council is required, 
after a certain period of advertising,-to proceed to make 
the improvements petitioned for. - The cost of these im- 
provements is defrayed by the municipality from the 
proceeds of "Barrett Law bonds." These bonds are is- 
sued by the municipality for a term of-ten years and 
bear interest at-six per cent. The amount of each issue 
is the amount required to defray the cost .of the im- 
provements petitioned for, and .this amount is pro rated 
among the owners of property abutting on the improved 
street.. The'pro rata assessment against each piece of 
property is then divided into ten parts, and one part is 
added to the tax assessment each year for a period of ten 
years, so that in paying, his taxes,- the property owner 
pays in addition one-tenth of his share of the cost of 
the improvements plus six per cent interest on that share.
